No. 85-Pres/2012 - The President is pleased on the occasion of the Republic 
Day, 2012 to award the Tatrakshak Medal for Gallantry to Commandant 
Raghavendra Gour (0190-E). 


CITATION 

Commandant Raghavendra Gour (0190-E) joined the Indian Coast Guard 
on 11 January, 1988. The officer is a Domier pilot. 

2. On 06 February, 2011, 747 Squadron of Coast Guard was tasked for an 
anti-piracy operation, A Domier Aircraft was launched at first light on 
06 February, 2011. On reaching the area, the aircraft was vectored to the scene of | 
action by Indian Coast Guard Ship (ICGS) Samar which was in hot pursuit of the 
suspected pirate vessel. 

3. As the Pilot in Command, Commandant Gour displayed his professional 
acumen and adroit flying skills in coordination with the directives from the 
Officer in Tactical Command (OTC), ICGS Samar and descended to as low as 
200 feet, for identification of the pirate vessel. On directions of the OTC, the 
officer made low passes and identified the vessel as Pranthlay 11. This vital 
information helped the OTC to quickly make plans according to which the 
Domier was tasked to fire on the pirate vessel. 

4. As the pirate vessel did not stop, ICGS Samar carried out firing on the 
vessel which was being followed by Indian Naval Ship and the Coast Guard 
Domier under the command of Commandant Gour. A total of three passes were 
made and accurate firing was carried out. 

5. The officer displayed prompt, valiant and fearless action with the move of 
executing an extremely skillful dive manoeuvre in low visibility. He kept 
Pranthlay 11 engaged even though it was fully armed to retaliate and succeeded 
in putting enough pressure on the pirate vessel, finally forcing it to stop. The ; 
officer also maintained communication with the OTC and ensured continuous 
photography to prove the culpability of the crime. As a result of the combined 
firing by all units and repeated low passes, the pirate vessel succumbed to the 
pressure and subsequently surrendered. 

6. Commandant Raghavendra Gour (0190-E) has accredited himself well and 
therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry). 

7. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule 1 l(i) of the 
rules governing grant of Tatrakshak Medal and consequently carry with them the 
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special allowance admissible under Rule 13 in respect of Coast Guard personnel 
who have received the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award.

Navik (Mechanical Engineer), 05367-Y. 

CITATION 

Jijesh Kakkoth, Uttam Navik (Mechanical Engineer), 05367-Y joined the 
Indian Coast Guard on 31 January, 2006. The Enrolled Personnel (EP) is 
appointed onboard Indian Coast Guard Ship (ICGS) Habbah Khatun since 
26 December, 2010. 

2. On 28 June, 2011, whilst ICGS Habbah Khatun was carrying out single 
engine operation on starboard main engine (SME), with port shaft in trailing 
mode and port diesel alternator (DA) on load, it was observed at about 1330 
hours, that the port gear box temperature was gradually rising and was crossing 
75 degree Celsius. As a standard operating procedure (SOP), emergency cooling 
to port gear box was provided at 1335 hours. Immediately, at about 1345 hours, 
the machinery control room (MCR) watch keeper observed mild fluctuation in 
power. At the same time, Jijesh Kakkoth, who was on DA watch, observed 
sparks emanating from the port alternator exciter terminal box of Port DA. He 
also observed that there was a fine spray of water erupting from ejector pump 
discharge line from underneath the distilling plant. 

3. Without losing time, Jijesh Kakkoth alerted the MCR and shut down the 
port DA in emergency mode and also used fire extinguisher to extinguish the 
emanating sparks. The quick action taken by Jijesh Kakkoth prevented a major 
fire in the engine room. The EP’s fearlessness and presence of mind, keeping 
service before self, averted a major catastrophic accident. During this time, there 
was a total power shut down and the compartment was filled with smoke. The 
EP immediately prepared starboard DA and started it without any delay to 
restore power supply. 

4. The selfless devotion to duty, professional competence of high order, 
dedication, innovation in approach, perseverance and total commitment to the 
service consistently displayed by Jijesh Kakkoth have been of highest order and 
in keeping with the best tradition of the service.

FUNCTION OF THE SAMITI 

The function of the Samiti is to render advice in regard 
to the implementation of the provisions relating to Official 
Language Hindi contained in the Constitution, Official 
Language Act and Rules, and Policy decisions of the 
Kendriya Hindi Samiti and instructions issued by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs/Departments of Official Language 
relating to Official Language Hindi and also in regard to the 
Progressive use of Hindi in the Ministry of Civil Aviation.

The non-official members of the Samiti will be paid 
travelling and daily allowance for attending the meetings of 
the Samiti at the rates fixed by the Government of India from 
time to time. 

HEADQUARTERS 

The headquarters of the Samiti shall be at New Delhi, but 
if considered necessary, it may hold its meetings at any 
other place also. 


ORDER

Members of the Samiti, all State Governments and Union Territory 
Administrations, Prime Minister's Office, Cabinet Secretariat, 
President's Secretariat, Committee of Parliament on Official Language, 
Comptroller and Auditor General, Accountant General, Central 
Revenues, Lok Sabha Secretariat, Rajya Sabha Secretariat and all 
the Ministries and Department of the Government of India.
